"A bull," Sydney Smithtells us, "ia 


the exact counterpart of a witticism, 
for, as wit discovers real relations that 
are not apparent, bulls admit apparent 
relations that aro not real."

instances the disproportion is as great 
as one to flve. I bave been assured 
that a Mexican bricklayer in eleven 
hoars' work does not lay more than 500 
bricks, while a bricklayer ia the United 
States lays 2,500 in nine hours; and that

THE DIAMO'ND'IN HSS LEG. 


A Storjr of the Way the Orloff Stone »VRS 


Taken From Ferula to Rrit *t. 


Cni FOT, a doaler in Aisai LJ<:C^ t n 


Fourth street, has n story abont the t,.- 
moua Orloffi diamond, iiaiued ui'^r 
Count Orloff, the first European -V7t>r 
bought it. Fos Pays: "It was originally 
the eye of an idol in Trichinopoli. It 
was stolen, according to thei accepted 
account by a Frenchman, who escaped 
with it to Persia, where he sold it for 
the equivalent in our money of $8,000 
to a Jewish merchant. 


"The Jewish merchant sold it to an 


Armenian named Shafras, who had 
traveled In Russia and conceived the 
idea of taking the diamond to that 
country and selling it to the Empress 
Catherine for a great sum. Shafras paid 
him $00,000 for it. 


' 'Having secured the stone, the next 


question with Shafras was how to get it 
to Russia, or rather how to conceal it 
•when ho was searched by robbers, as he 
was s:ire to be on thoroad. The jouiney 
was along and perilous one, acd thieves 
abounded everywhere. Shpff is thought 
of swallowing tho stoue whou ho should 
be taken by the robbers, but was obliged 
to give that plan up, as the diamond 
was too large to swallow. 


"He began to feel he had a white ele- 


phant on bis hands when a thought oc- 
curred to him. Ho procured a sharp 
lance, made a cut in the fleshy part of 
his left leg and thrust the diamond into 
tho wound. He sewed up the cut with, 
a needle and a silver wire. It healed, 
leaving tho diamond imbedded fast in 
the leg, quite out of sight. 


"Then he started for Russia. On the 


way he was seized by robbers again and 
again and was thoroughly searched. 
Being an Armenian and suspected of 
going to Russia to trade, the thieves 
marveled greatly at finding nothing of 
value upon his person. 


"He arrived in Russia at last, and, 


after extracting his diamopd, visited 
the empress. Ho was willing to sell it 
for about $150,000, but tbo empress had 
not eo large an amount in cash for the 
purchase, and Shafras preferred to go 
on to Amsterdam, tho eeat of the dia- 
mond cutting industry, where bo had 
tho stone polished, 


''Here Count Orloff, an extremely 


wealthy Russian, saw the diamond and 
was filled with a dcteimmation to se- 
cure it for the Russian crown. He did 
secure it, but Shafras exacted from the 
Russian government $400,000, an an- 
nuity of §20,000 and a title of nobility. 
Ho died a millionaire. 


''The Orloff diamond weighs 195 


carats and is about the size of a pi- 
geon's egg. It is smaller than the Kobl- 
noor, in the possession of the English 
queen, which is supposed to be worth 
$S, ?50,000, "—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The 
rivtr came dashing down over n long, 
steep rifflo into a broad, boiling pool, 
T, .' h a big eddy up one side, f cast here 
tr.id there for a fe\v moments. Then 
tboro was a heavy splash out in the 
foam, aud my reel began to buzz, 
scrambled to the shore and raced down 
tho stream, entirely unable to stop the 
lish's mad rush. He came up the eddy, 
tbeu wont down again three times be- 
fore I could stop him. Then I got him 
into my sight, and I saw that I'd hookec 
him foul, and saw also how it was thai 
his tushes had been so powerful. The 
hook had caught iii his dorsal fin." 


When Mr. Kellogg managed to work 


tho fish into a little cove from which he 
was able to (hrow it out, not having 
any lauding net or gaff, he found thai 
it weighed fire pounds. 


Fishermen know how a fish hooked in 


the sicio will pull, more especially in a 
current. They know further that no fish 
makes so good a, fight as one hooked in 
tho tail flesh, where the hook will nol 
readily pull out. More than one troul 
fisherman in tho Adirondacks has struck 
a fish and instantly thought ic was a 
monster—a four or even six pounder, 
judging from the way it pulled, but ai 
last, oji getting the net under the fish, 
has found it to be a little fellow of a 
pound or le^s hooked in tho tail.

Secrets They Reveal to tbe Student of
